Pictures and descriptions of Iris are a poor sub- 
stitute for the actual viewing of the Iris while it is in 
full bloom—only then can its charm and beauty be 
appreciated to the fullest extent. So by all means pay 
us a visit during the blooming season if you are with- 
in driving distance.

—mornings (earlier the better) is the ideal time to 
see them at their best. The normal blooming season 
for this locality is usually mid-May until mid-June 
with the peak bloom from May 25 to June bth. If in 
doubt as to the best time, suggest that you telephone 
us before coming—tTel.

LOCATION 
Our gardens are located one half mile west of Route 
212; watch for turn at the north end of the Village 
of Pleasant Valley. Our sign posts will guide you when 
nearing Pleasant Valley from any direction. 


SHIPMENTS 
Bearded Iris may be planted anytime from early 
July until mid October. We will commence filling or- 
ders this year on July 7th and continue until October 
10th. The later you get them, the larger the rhizomes. 
Cultural directions sent with all orders. 


TERMS 
Cash with order please. No C.O.D. shipments. Mini- 
mum order is $3.00—which is sent by parcel post pre- 
paid to all points east of the Mississippi. If you live 
west of the Miss. River, kindly add 25¢ to help defray 
the greatly increased parcel post charges.

Every rhizome will be freshly dug, of blooming size, 
free from disease and insect pests and packed with 
greatest of care. Iris are all labeled true to name and 
no substitutions are made unless you so indicate. Our 
gardens are licensed and inspected by the Penna.

GLOSSARY OF IRIS TERMS 


RHIZOMES—the root division often mistakenly called 
bulb. 

STANDARDS—the three upward petals. 

FALLS—the three downward petals. 

BEARD—the narrow band of short, hairlike growth 
formed in the center at base of falls. 

TEXTURE—sheen or finish of petals. 

SUBSTANCE—Thickness and durability of petals. 

PLICATA—An Iris with stitched or stippled margin 
color on white or yellow background. 

VARIEGATA—An Iris with yellow standards with deep- 
er colored falls, with either veined or solid tones 
of brown or purple. 

AMOENA-—Iris with white standards, colored falls. 

BLEND—Combination of various colors, one being yel- 
low. 

BICOLOR—two colors, light to medium standards, deep- 
er color in falls. 

SELF—An Iris of uniform color.

Introductions for 1952 


This year Protessor John Dolman, Jr. of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and Swarthmore, Pa. has given us 
permission to introduce two new Iris which we had on 
test display last season. Both gave a most satisfactory 
performance and were highly regarded by all who saw 
them in bloom here, as well as in other prominent Iris 
growers’ gardens in New England. Other varieties or- 
iginated recently by this well known Iris hybridizer are 
Black Ruby, Bisque and Kathy Dee. His new ones are: 


SPANISH CREAM 


A tall, robust, two-toned light yellow, suggesting the confection 
that Mother used to make. The flowers are ruffled, of very firm 
substance and great resistance to wind and rain; they are well 
placed on strong widely branched stalks that do not go down in 
warm weather. Voted an award of Highly Commended by the judges 
of the A.I.S. in 1951 (the only official award an Iris can receive in 
the garden before introduction). Blooms late mid-season—40”.

JILL 


A perky little blue Iris of great charm. The flowers are ruffled 
and very flaring, and particularly well placed in the established 
clump, giving a very lively garden effect.

She has obtained several worthwhile seedlings 
in the pinks and browns. After twelve years of effort she accom- 
plished her objective of producing a superior pink Iris.

CONCHELL PINK 


A lovely pink Iris in the new shell or light warm pink tone, sug- 
gesting the colors of the conch shell.
